RIMARILY, The Temple is a copmie organie centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive hamanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the firs; emanation from the Cen-

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the humanity of that period and the evidences of the work he has 
lone begin to appear does his real life and nature hecome apparent 
Save to his personal disciples. To the orthodox priestly classes in 
authority at the time he is a devil, a senxualist, a collaborator with 
evil Spirits, or at the hest an object of pitv. They do not under- 
=tand him, and but very few among the ma=ses of the people realize 
that an angel has passed their way when he has left their sphere 
t action, or that he has opened the wav for an incoming host of 
x0uls who are to raise the vibratory pulse of the world. 

Something smilar to a miracle has occurred in the very suhb- 
Stance of his body as a result of his great renunciation and suffery 
ing. The embryological hfe of some of .the cells of his body have 
changed their rate of vibration to a higher degree. The atomic 
<1bstance of Some cell, organ, or feature of his very flesh has 
become as 1t were a group of seed by means of which the atomic 
=tbstance of s1milar cells in all bodies of tlesh will eventually be 
changed. You are only to consider the changes which have 
occurred in the substance of some of the lower forms of ammal and 
plant life as a result of the labor of the embrvologist to understan« 
-omewhat of the rationale of the changes which may occur even mn 
the nature of human flesh by the action of mental energy on phy=ical 
ubstance as a result of the efforts of the Great Souls who come 
this way from a more interior. plane of hte. A stronger hnk 1s 
tormed by them between the races of man and between God and man. 

These Great Souls can only incarnate on the phvsical plane when 
the cyclic law has opened a period which will allow for such changes 
as have taken place in every age even hefore man hecame the 
ntelligent, self-conscious being he is today. Yet as a rule man 
<till fails to recognize them, although thev have been, as 1t were, 
the seed of every advance in life and will continue to he $0 until the 
(50d in man as in nature 1s fully recognized bv the human race. 

The process by which the changes take place in the cells of the 
bodies of the Avatars of each great root race 1s repeated m lesser 
degree in the cases of the most highly developed units of each snh- 
race. The mysteries of embryology cannot be Solved by science 
until it recognizes the fact that there 1s a central cell of generation 
in every organic body, and a similar secondary central cell in every 
organ and distinct division of such a_ body. As an 1llustration 6t 
the process by which snch changes occur take the actions and reac- 
tions of mental and physical energy combined within the central

heart. the brain, and the generative organs. The wpress made on 
the atomic substance of the heart center by the ideal in the mind of 
a human being accelerates the vibration of the heart and attects the 
whole blood stream as a result of the change in the rate of vibra- 
tion. If made on the central. brain cell it aftects the atomic suhb- 
tance of the cerebellum and $spine and the pineal and pituitary 
lands primarily. If made on the central cell of the generative 
organs, the changes occur in the embrvone form and features ot 
the descendants of the individual ancestor Of the tamily or race 
who has made the mpression. Some of the emotional tendencies 
of the- parents of a child will he transmitted to the child as the 
result ot the emotional action of the parents on the central cell of 
the heart of the child.

The unsatished hunger of womankind for knowledge, especially 
along the lines of physical economy, philosophy and science, has 
been met by many opportunities for obtaining knowledge m the 
Said fields.
